1. CAJ'ISADE, who is nearly always called on by his Russian 
case officer each Saturday about noon, received no visit from 
the Russians on 20 September 1947* 

^ 2. On being introduced to CAEISADE on 13 September, the 

v7 Capt "PETROV" who was to take Kaj ANTONOV 1 s place for four weeks 
told CAhlSA b£ that whenever he missed an appointment he would 
come the following week at the same time. CAIUSADE said he asked 
"PETROV” at least to send an interpreter when he could not keep 
an appointment. Frequently, he told "PETROV", he had information 
of such importance that it could not wait over a week between 
case officer visits. "PETROV" agreed in principle but said the 
stated arrangement would stand in the event he did not keep an 
appointment. 

Field Comment : The failure of Capt PETROV to keep his 

1 appointment is interesting in view of the other case offi- 
cer changes reported in BSC/Ops/154. 
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
